Sa wallah friends, anil 
this letter is the result of their replies 
to me, In part, but mostly of my own ob- 
servations, made during a continuous 
residence of 36 years at 
Hawaii.

When I wenl to Hawaii hi 1865 as an 


American sailor, the government was | 
monarchial In form.

States. 


As an American theorist I should re- 


joice to see American terrltorv every- 
where and tilled only by Americans or 
by those who In time might become such. 
But theories vanish in practical experi- 
ence, and just as aliens are permitted to 
hold real estate in the various States of 
the United States, so the menial labor 
throughout our country is largely per- 
formed by foreigners.

Receiver Wundenberg of the Kona 


Sugar Company is as much at sea as 
be-fore he landed yesterday morning, on 
his return from Hawaii, over what ia 
to be the future of his receivership, and 
as well of the company whose fate in in 
his hands. 
After a careful examina- 


tion of the plantation, and after a re- 
port of Manager Robertson, which was 
generally favorable to the project, the 
directors of Brewer & Company 
yes- 


ttrday decided that they would not un- 
dertake the financing of the receiver- 
ship. 


Receiver "Wundenberg and Manager 


Robertson returned from tneir visit to 
Kona in the steamer Kauai yesterday 
morning. They spent four days on the 
estate and went all over it. They in- 
terviewed the men at interest and In- 
spected the growing cane and the mill, 
and came away with a comprehensive 
report upon the situation. One of the 
duties of the receiver was to make ar- 
rangements with the labor to continue 
at work for the present, so as to- pre- 
vent the loss of the cane, and this was 
successfully d"ne. In fact, the men on 
the plantation, many of whom have not 
had their wages fur four months, are

The edict makes it an offense pun- 


ishable by heavy fine and long impris- 
onment to bind the feet of any girl. 
This is the first step in the' direction of 
the adoption of Western customs in 
personal matters and dress, and it is 
regarded as certain that there will be 
within a few years a cutting off of the 
distinctive cues, which has been made 
one of ths tenets of the Reform Party. 


The second of the edicts relates more 


closely perhaps to the administrative 
powers of the ruling race. For gener- 
Stions the Manchus, or Tartars, have 
ruled China, often with a hand of iron.

Department, his special function being 
to visit foreign countries to note the 
best plant and tree growths, ascertain- 
ing whether they will bear transplant- 
ing or cultivation In other climates, 
and reporting thereon fully to Wash- 
ington. When he finds a specially fine 
article of food produced in a 
foreign 


country he sends samples to the de- 
partment. He keeps the Secretary fully 
informed as to the state of the foreign 
markets, what openings there are there 
for American trade, and what is best 
for Importing 
from these countries. 


During his stay here he will see the 
sugar and coffee plantations, small gar- 
dens and rice fields. At the end of that 
time be may form an opinion as to 
what foreign plants and vegetables 
may grow well here and will make an 
effort to have these introduced for tri- 
al. 


Mr. Knapp is especially inteiested in 


rice culture, and much of his time in 
traveling is spent in 
rice-producing 


countries. He is Just now returning 
from a thorough investigation of rice- 
growing in India, Bunnah, China, Ja- 
pan, the Philippines, 
Straits 
Settle- 


ments and Ceylon, and has valuable 
data on the subject which may possi- 
bly mean the saving of millions of dol- 
lars to the United States or the en- 
richment of its rice producers to the 
"same extent. As the bead of the Rice 
Growing Association, Mr. Knapp was 
authorized last year to establish the 
famous Rice Kitchen at the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition, -where 
240 different 


methods of preparing rice for the ta- 
ble were shown to the visiting public- 
Patrons were given an opportunity to 
partake of the staple food of Oriental! 
countries in many forms.

"The reason 
for establishing 
this 


kitchen," said Mr. Knapp 
yesterday, 


"was to demonstrate in just how many 
ways rice could be used as a food. Rice 
culture in the United States has reach- 
ed such proportions that if it keeps on 
growing the supply will soon be largely ] 
above the demand. IB order that rice! 
may be more generally used as a food, j 
we thought we would show how good it J 
is. The kitchen became a fad and we i 
could not supply the demand for the j 
meals.

One man worked 12 months—111 and dis- 


satisfied with the work. 


Five men worked 16 months—Dissat- 


isfied with the work, but stayed until 
crop was mature to fulfill agreement. 


In all, the 15 men worked 159 months. 
General average of time at the plan- 


tation, JO.G months. 


From the outset there was dissension 


among these farmers. Complaints, trivial 
and otherwise, 
were constantly made: 


extra men were always needed to keep 
their fields In order; and although only 
live of the fifteen remained, these were, 
however, dissatisfied and stayed only un- 
til completion of the maturity of the 
crop to obtain the benefits therefrom.

THE LAND QUESTION. 


I Judge from the message that was sent 


by you to Congress that you nave a 
strong desire to bring about a system of 
small farming by Americans, and that 
this will be Induced by extending td Ha- 
waii the land laws of the Un.ted States. 


The object sought is desirable, but it 


seems to me that the remedy suggested 
would. In large part, defeat the object 
sought. 


I have already irdicatod to you the 


experiment made by the Ewa Plantation, 
and I suggest that J i u consider that in 
connection with this land question. 


A system of laws has grown up at the 


Islands which at the time of annexation 
had become well adapted to the condi- 
tions there existing. The presen' system 
was passed in 18S5, largely through the 
Ir.strumentaJity of the then President ot 
the Republic, Mr. Dole, who is now the 
Governor of the Islands. 


The difficulty at the Islands is not U 


laws, but in induc'ng white people to go 
there and take up land. 


The United States land laws I do not 


think are adapted to the Islands, for this 
re,ason, among others: The land* of Ha- 
waii are In large part small and scatter- 
ed, irregular In shape, cut up by gulches, 
either dry and incapable 
of 
irrigation, 


except at enormous expense, or el.se cov- 
ered with dense forests and remotely sit- 
uated, thus being Inaccessible except at 
great expense.
